In .the 100 hour test >the car 
covered a distance of 2,334.8 miles 
and consumed 95% gallons of gaso-

gallon. During the trip one gallon of 
oil was used. The average speed of 
the test was 23.34 miles per hour. 
The test, which was not for speed 
but to demonstrate 'the economy and 
durability of 'the tar under average 
conditions, was checked by officials 
Irom the sheriff's office and by news- 
paper reporters.

and about the Middlesex fhlls, which 
once abounded in black snakes, are 
practically destitute of them now, for 
the simple reason thst their food sup- 
ply has disappeared with the general 
clearing away of underbrush and the 
reduction of 'the number of moles, 
neld mice and various descriptions of 
Insects. 
In the course of a whole 


summer's walk Nomad has not seen 
more than four or five snakes, and 
these were all garter- snakes.. The 
black snake Is one of the noblest as 
well as the most harmless of reptiles, 
and its disappearance from the woods 
near Boston is greatjy to be regretted. 
But apropos of snakes, Nomad notes., 
that In the Portland Express a con- 
troversy Is raging as to whether or not 
mother snakes swallow their young for 
the purpose of protection. Now, so 
far as Nomad knows, uo snake swal- 
lows his young, and under no circum- 
stances could the youne be restored 
alive to the world even If they were 
swallowed, but here Is a gentleman 
signing his initials and 
evidently 


vouched for by the Portland paper as 
a trustworthy person, who tells xthe 
story. 


"I cannot deny the testimony fur- 


nished by my own eyes when I wit- 
nessed such an occurrence In southern 
Indiana several years ago. 


"In company with several young 


men I had gone to a pond on a to- 
bacco farm In search of frogs and on 
our approach noticed a large blue wa- 
ter snake on the bank surrounded by 
many little ones. 
The little snakes 


disappeared almost instantly, appar- 
ently running down the mouth of the 
parent snake. 
A few minutes later 


the snake was killed and 'the body 
mutilated, revealing the young ones 
alive within It. This was marvelous 
In my sight, but the young men with 
me assured me there was nothing un- 
usual about it. 


"A friend of mine, whose veracity 


is unquestioned, tells me he had a 
similar experience with a copperhead 
snake In the West Virginia hills. 
It 


may be true that digestive fluids in the 
snake's stomach would kill the young 
If the parent were unable to control 
the flow In the digestive tract. On the 
other hand, there may exist a sac with- 
in the body of the female snake pro- 
vided for Just such a purpose. I do 
not know. Perhaps there are those 
who can say." 


Nomad has heard many marvelous 


stories about snakes which their tell- 
ers nrmly believed, but which could 
not have been true—stories, for in- 
stance, of rattlesnakes leaping through 
the air to strike their prey, and even 
of the "hoop snake" that takes Ms

more rooms for patients In 


New York City, more than 100 doc- 
tors in the metropolitan district are 
iponsoring the Hudson Towers Hos- 
pital Hotel, now nearlng comple- 
tion. It will b« 22 stories high and 
contain 600 rooms. In addition to 
dining rooms, operating rooms, 
baths and sun parlors. 


Two factors In the adequate care 


of patients have made this hospital 
necessary, according to Dr. Leo 
Buerger, who Is largely responsible 
tor the plan. First, the need for 
more rooms and the Tact that only 
1,000 of tho 7.000 physicians and 
mrgeons In New York City can 
take their patients to hospitals hnd 
treat them; second, the cltj has 
made provisions to t;ive tbo best 
possible care to 23.000 charity pa- 
tients, but has only about 1,000 
rooms for private cases. Further 
more, the popularton of the city Is 
very nearly equally divided Into 


these two classes, which shows 
how neglected the private patient 
Is. The residents o( New York live 
In such cramped manner In hotels 
and apartments that a surgical case 
or one suffering from serious ill- 
ness must go to an institution for 
proper care. 


In the matter of treatment, even 


if able to get his patients admitted 
to a hospital, it is against the rule 
ot virtually all the large hospitals 
Cor a doctor to treat his patients 
there unless he Is a member Of 
either tha resident or visiting staffs 
of that Institution. Monopoly thus 
exists, although its cause Is the 
lack of adequate facilities rather 
than intc-ntlonal discrimination.

The mala hall, where w» wel- 


come our guests, may be large or 
it may be small, but probably noth- 
ing will light it as wsll as an at- 
tractive ceiling fixture equipped 
with a total of from 50 to 100 
watt* of lamp bulbs. 


If the hall is large enough, we 


may add a pair of bracket fixtures 
on the wall at either side of a 
pretty mirror, or we may use a 
small table lamp, or candlesticks on 
a console table. When we do this, 
the lights should be well shaded, of 
course, and1 not too bright. Econ- 
omy suggests the use of 15 or 26- 
Uratt bulbs. 


Upstairs halls or long private 


halls are usually best lighted with 
email ceiling 
fixtures 
equipped 


with 2S or EO-watt bulbs. In many 
homes, however, bracket fixtures 
day be used on the walls tot give 
aatisfactory lighting-. 
When the 


house is wired, the lights in the 
lalls shoulld be put in so that 
they may be lighted from either 
•upstairs or downstairs. 


Th» lighting fixtures in the halls 


ought to be placed so that they 
will light the stairway as well as 
ths hall. In large homes whera the 
etairs turn or where there is a 
landing half way up, it may be ad- 
visable to install a small fixture at 
the turn to be sure the stairs are 
well lighted. 


LIGHTING THE OUTSIDE OF 


THE HOUSE 


Many homes that are being built 


now have a duplex convenience out- 
let installed on the porch so that 
portable lamps may ba used to 
make an outdoor living room in 
pleasant weather. 


In every home some lighting is 


needed at the main entrance and 
other doorways for convenience 
and safety at night. 
Lanterns of 


weatherproof metal are commonly 
used either as bracket or ceiling 
fixtures. 


The driveway to the garage will 


need some light, perhaps from a 


• fixture attached to then outside of 


the house. Tho lighting inside the 
garage should bo installed so that 
it may be lighted from either the 
house or the garage. In more elab- 
orate homes the gateway and drive 
nay be equipped with ornamental 
lanterns or posts. 


For outdoor fixtures a 50-w»tt 


bulb will usually be large enough. 
However, if a large space is to be 
lighted, as much as 100 watts may 
be needed. 


PROPER WIRING 


Hidden in the walls of a hom« 


are the wires that permit us to en- 
joy the comforts of electric service. 
They are oat of sight and we never 
think about them, but they are very 
important for they may limit our 
ability to usa electricity for light- 
ing and for appliances conve- 
niently. 


Every year we add something t» 


ihe electric equipment in the home. 
Perhaps this year it is a new tabla 
amp, last year it may hava been 
i wash machine or a toaster, next 
year it may be a fan or a curling 
Iron. 
Five years ago when tha 


louse was wired, we did not plat* 
!or these new things, and now w« 
remove a lamp bulb to connect ona 
of them, thus depriving ourselves 
of needed light and spoiling tha 
appearance of the room by trie un- 
sightly cord which dar.gles from 
the socket 
^ 


The wiring in most homes caa 


36 made to give greater service to- 
day by tha addition of convenienco 
outlets (usually the duplex type, 
which permits two things to be 
connected to one outlet). In gen- 
eral, we need one of these for each, 
fifty square feet of floor ir. tha 
room. These may be placed in tha 
wall near the floor or at a height 
of three dr four feet above tha 
floor to save bending over when w« 
connect an appliance. 
Another 


feature of the properly 
wired 


home is a wall switch to control 
each of the principal lighting fix- 
tures. 


As a protection against accident, 


tho main switch, which control* 
all the lights in the house, and the 
fuses should be in a modern metal 
box so desijmed that there can be 
no possibility of an electric shock. 


Every householder is interested 


in these devices for comfort and 
convenience in tho use of electric 
service, but he sLould not attempt 
to make changes in the wiring of 
the houso without the services of 
a competent electrician who under- 
stands the precautions r/nich must 
be taken for safety. 
There are 


specific rules in every city designed 
for the protection of the public 
and all changes in wiring must be 
made according to these rules.

The" fruit put up at home 


is so satisfactory- that It will con- 
tinue to be canned In most homes. 


While apple' are plentiful Is the 


time to make jelly and marmalade*, 
spiced apples, pickled npples, cluitnej 
and various combinations with other 
fruits. 


Plokled Apples.—Take perfect crab 


apples, wash and remove the blossom 
end and steam until tender, then drop 
into a boiling sirup, using two cupfuls 
of sugar, one of vinegar, a teaspoon- 
ful of cloves and a tablespoonful of 
broken cinnamon In sticks. Cook un- 
til clear In the sirup. 
Place the fruit 


In the cans and pour over the hot 
sirup and seal. Have plenty of sirup 
to cover. 


Appl* Jelly.—Cut apples Into quar- 


ters and nearly cover In n granite i 
kettle; cook slowly until soft. 
Drnln 


through a Jelly bag and measure the 
Juice. Boll the Juice twenty minutes, 
then add two-thirds as much sugar 
Juice and boll five minutes. For spiced 
apples unrt Jelly add one tablospoonful 
of vinegar, one teaspoonful of cloves 
one-quarter tenspoonful of cinnamon, 
and three-fourths of a cupful of sugar 
for each cupful of Juice. Cook until 
the mixture Jellies. 


Orap* Jam.—Wash and stem threp 


pounds of grapes, removing the pulp 
from the skins. Simmer the ivlp II-p 
minutes In a covered saucepan, then 
force through n sieve to remove the 
seeds. Crush the skins, mid the pulp 
and one-half cupful of water. Urine 
to the boiling point, stirring constant- 
ly, then rover anil simmer slowly ono 
litmr. 
Measure four cupfuls of the 


fruit mixture, adding water to make 
t'if fourth cupful. 
Put Into a larjrp 


saucepan, add sugar and mix • well. 
Stir and bring to a vigorous boll for 
one minute. 
Remove from thp (Ire, 


ndd commercial pectin, mix thorough- 
ly and pour Into sterilized Jars. When 
cool seal as usual.

Motortrucks Bring Bulk 


of Cities' Milk Supply 


The motortruck is now the most im- 


portant agency for transporting: milk 
from producer to city distributor, ac- 
cording to the bureau of public roads 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The bureau has jeoent- 
ly completed ft survey of milk trans- 
portation for eight large cities and 
hns found that the motortruck, which 
first entered the field In 1913, when 
most of the milk was transported by 
rail nnd the remaining portion by 
wagon, Is now the major factor In 
the field. 


Of the total amount of milk dellt- 


ered to the cities investigated the 
amounts delivered by motortruck were 
as follows: Baltimore, 45 per cent; 
Philadelphia, 20 per cent; Cincinnati, 
07 per cent; Detroit, S8 per cent; Mil- 
waukee, 87 per cent; St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, 04 per cent.

been of great benefit 
In developing 


new milk-producing territory for grow- 
ing cities and hns given the farmers 
a more sntlsfactory means of deliver- 
ing their product. The milk moves 
directly from the farmer's gate to the 
city's bottling plant Instead of being 
delivered 
tn the steam or electric 


railroad station, hauled by rail, and 
then delivered from the city terminal.
